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r NR N the method of education, which is 


& 4 followed at Weſtminſter-School, it 
IJ 1 hath always been a principal object, 

E E to impreſs ſtrongly on the minds of 
the ſcholars, the 1 important truths of religion and 
morality: With this view they are frequently 
employed 1 in exerciſes ſelefied from the holy ſcrip- 
tures. 
That this object might be purſued with more 
uniformity, and a better effect, it has been pro- 
poſed to form a courſe of leſſons, by eollectin 
from the four Goſpels, the moſt eafy and inſtruc- 
tive paſſages of our Saviour” s diſcoutſes and ac- 
tions: Omitting ſuch parts, as ſeem more ſnited 
to the ſtudies oF: the learned, than to the capaci- 
ties of ſuch young ſcholars. | 

In diſpoſing theſe materials, ithasbeen thought 
àdviſeable to range them under diſtinct heads, 
not perhaps ſtrictly according to the order of 
time, but according to the ſimilarity of the ſub- 
ject; and thus to aim at giving; in a courſe of 
exerciſes, a /y Veem of the moral virtues, eyery 
branch of which is entirely formed on the life 
and doctrines of our bleſſed Lord and Maſter. 
The paſſages taken from the other parts of 
ſcripture (of which there are ſeyeral, particularly 
in the firſt book) are always diftinguithed,.. by 
doing printed in Italic characters. 
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The whole is on up in the im of a con- 


tinued narration; as in that ſhape it is more likely : 
to gain the attention of the ſcholars, and to im- 


preſs itfelf deeply on their memories, than if the 
precepts only had been ſelected without inſerting 


the hiſtory. By this method it is hoped that the 
inſtruction may be more forcibly inculcated, 
through the united operation of n ex- 
ample, and religion. 

To explain and enforce the leading principle 
in the ſeveral leſſons, there are fubjoined to each 
the pious ſentiments of the moſt eminent divines, 
particularly Dr. Barrow. Theſe are drawn up in 
the form of collects or meditations, and adapted 
to the circumſtances of the perſons for whoſe uſe 
they are principally intended. 

In excuſe for the many imperfections which 


this collection of prayers may have, it is hoped 


the reader will remember, that though a much bet- 
ter might have been made, yet all human 


forms of devotion, when immediately joined to 


the leſſons of ſeripture, muſt appear to the greateſt 
diſadvantage by ſo near a compariſon. 

Another greater and ſtill more important uſe is 
intended to be ſerved by this collection. It is in- 
tended that it ſhould be conſtantly uſed (not only 
in the ſchool for tranſlations and other exerciſes, 
but) in the ſeveralboarding-houſes as part of the 


daily prayers, which are attended by the ſcholars. 


Many advanmacet (it 1 is hoped) w ill ariſe from 


ſuch a regulation; one in part icular, which ſeems 


of very great impvitance, viz. that by the'e 
means

means there will be regularly every day laid be- 
fore the ſcholars a ſtrong deſcription of ſome one 
of the different kinds of virtue, one of the 
moſt noble leſſons for forming their minds and 
habits, the beft ſubje& for their thoughts and 
model for their imitation. Accordingly a form 
of prayers ſo drawn up is  ſubjoined to this pre- 
face. 

The compiler would have great reaſon to eſteem 
himſelf very happy, if he had been in any degree 
able to perform what is his little ſhare of the fol- 
lowing papers, anſwerably to the great benevo- 
lence of the deſign, or the ſtill infinitely greater 
dignity and majeſty of the ſubject. But as it is, 
he can only wiſh that it had been in his power to 
have better ſupported them. 

He begs leave to offer to the reader's conſide - 
ration an abridged paſſage or two, from the 
writings of that noble author, whoſe knowledge 
and abilities will always be of the greateſt ho- 
nour to the Britiſh nation.

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it is ſubmitted, whether or no this defderatun 
might not be in ſome meaſure ſupplied by a work 
of the following kind; ſuppoſing it (what is in- 
deed very far from being the preſent caſe) to be 
drawn up with ſufficient abilities; and afterwards 
made uſe of with proper diligence and prudence 
in places deſigned for the education of youth. It 
is certainly the intent it leaſt of ſuch a book, that, 
by being made part of the daily employment of 
the ſcholars, it may encourage in them the prac- 
tice of good actions, ſuch a practice as may form 
them by degrees to a laſting habit of N en and 
virtue. 

As an additional argument in favour of this 
deſign, it may not be amiſs to produce another 
paſſage from the ſame author (ibid.) in which 
he propoſes a general method of moral! improve- 
ment, which in the deſign of this book is neceſ- 
ſarily united with the other partieular methods 
hinted at in the above quotatiofi.

It may not be improper to add, that the fol- 
lowing collection makes a part only of a larger 
plan of moral inſtitution; and that although the 
goſpel morality may be eſteemed abundantly ſuf- 
ficient to lead our minds to religious perfection, 
yet there are occaſions and ſeaſons, when other 
ſyſtems may be made ſubſervient to it, in advanc- 
ing the ſame great end. 


; | With 
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With this view two other works are preparing 
fo the preſs. The one is a courſe of ethical in- 
ſtirution exemplified in the life of Socrates from 
the Greek moraliſts, particularly Xenophon and 
Plato. This is in Greek, and intended for. le{- 
ſons in the upper forms. 

The other is in Engliſh, and is meant to give 
a moral hiſtory of the world, in ſetting forth the 
great and beneficent actions of the illuſtrious 
men of all ages and nations. 

To ſupport the propriety of theſe aids to the 
goſpel ethics, another quotation from the ſame 
great man may not be unſeaſonable.

* N ES Us was teaching ine of the 
* 1 I ſynagogues on the Sabbath. And 
\ 224+ % behold there was a woman which 
had a ſpirit of infirmity eighteen years, 
and was bowed together, and could in no 
wiſe lift up herſelf. And when Jeſus ſaw 
her, he called her to him, and ſaid unto her, 
Woman, thouart looſed from thine infirmity. 
And he laid his hands on her, and imme- 
diately ſhe was made ſtraight, and glorified 
God. And the ruler of the ſynagogue was 
full of indignation, becauſe that Jeſus had 
healed on the Sabbath day, and he ſaid unto 
the people, There are fix days in which men 
ought to work : in them therefore come and 
be healed, and not on the Sabbath day. The 
Lord then anſwered him, and ſaid, Thou 
hypocrite, doth not each one of you on the 
Sabbath day looſe his ox or his aſs from the 
ſtall, and Jead him away to watering ? and 
ought not this woman, being a daughter of 
Abraham, whom Satan hath bound, lo, theſe 
| eighteen 
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eighteen years, to be looſed from this bond 
on the Sabbath day? And when he had ſaid 
theſe things, all his adverſaries were aſhamed, 
and all the people rejoiced for all the glori- 
ous things that were done by him. 

And it came to pals, that, as he went into 
the houſe of one of the chief Phariſees to cat 


bread on the Sabbath day, they watched him; 


and behold there was a certain man before 
him which had the dropſy. And Jeſus an- 
ſwering ſpake untothe lawyers and Phariſees, 
ſaying, Is it lawful to heal on the Sabbath 
day? and they held their peace. And he 
took him and healed him and let him go: and 
anſwered them, ſaying, Which of you ſhall 
have an aſs or an ox fallen into a pit, and 
will not ſtraightway pull him out on the 
Sabbath day? and they could not anſwer him. 

And when he was departed thence, he 
wentintotheir ſynagogue.

NN ES U went about teaching in the 
& J 2 ſynagogues, and preaching the Goſ- 
N. XX.x{ pel, and healing all manner of ſick- 


neſs, and all manner of diſeaſes among the 


people, and his fame went throughout all 
Syria; and they brought unto him all ſick 
people, that were taken with divers diſeaſes 
and torments, and thoſe that were lunatick, 


and thoſe that were poſſeſſed with unclean 
ſpirits, 
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ſpirits, and thoſe that had the palſy, and he 
healed them. And the people ran throughout 
that whole region round about, and carried 
about in beds thoſe that were ſick, where 
they heard that Jeſus was: and whitherſoever 
he entered, into villages, or cities, or coun- 
tries, they laid the ſick in the ſtreets, and be- 
ſought him, that they might touch, if it were 
but the border of his garment, and as many 
as touched him were made whole. 

And again Jeſus went forth with the mul- 


titudes and healed their fick.—And in thoſe 


days, the multitudes being very great, and 
having nothing to eat, Jeſus called his diſci- 
ples, and faith unto them, I have compaſſion 
on the multitude, becauſe they have been 
with menow three days, and have nothing to 
eat. Iwill not ſend them away faſting, leſt 
they faint by the way. His diſciples anſwered 
him, From whence can thoſe men be here 
ſatisfied with bread? ſend them away, that 
they may go into the villages, and buy them- 
ſelves victuals. Jeſus ſaid, If 1 ſend them 
away faſting to their own houſes, they will 
faint by the way; for many came from far. 
They need not depart. How many loaves 


have ye here? they ſay unto him we have but 
ſeven barley loaves and a few fiſhes. Jeſus 


ſaid, bring them hither to me; and he com- 
manded

manded the multitude to fit down on the 
graſs ; and he took the loaves and fiſhes, and 


looking up to heaven, he bleſſed and brake, 


and pave them to his diſciples to ſet before 
the people. And they did all eat and were 


filled, and they that had eaten were above 


four thouſand. 

And at another time the diſciples of Jeſus 
(when he ſat down being wearied by his 
journeyings), prayed him, ſaying; Maſter, 
eat. But he ſaid unto them, I have meat to 
eat, that ye know not of. Therefore ſaid the 
diſciples, one to another, Hath any man 
brought him ought to eat ? Jeſus faith unto 
them, My meat is to do the will of him that 
ſent me; and to finiſh his work.

And Jeſus anſwered him, 
The firſt of all the commandments is, Hear, 
O Iſrael, the Lord our God is one Lord: and 
thou ſhalt love the Lord thy God with all 
thy heart, and with all thy ſoul, and with all 
thy mind, and with all thy irength : this is 
the firſt and the great commandment.

He went his way, 
as hewas commanded, and waſhed, and came 
ſceing. The neighbours therefore, and they, 
which before had ſeen him, ſaid, Is not this 
he, who ſat and begged? ſome ſaid, This is 
he; others faid, It is like him. But he ſaid, 
I am he. And they brought him to the Pha- 
riſces, and they called his parents, and aſked 
them, ſaying, Is this your ſon, who, (ye ſay,) 
was born blind? How then. doth he now ſee ? 
His parents auſwered; We know that this is 
our fon, and that he was born blind: but by 
what means he now ſceth, we know not. 
Then his neighbours, and the Phariſees ſaid 
unto.him ; How were thine eyes opened ? 
He anſwered, and ſaid, A man, that is 
called Jeſus, ſaid unto me, Go, wafh in the 
I : © >. pod 
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pool of Siloam; and I went, and waſhed, 
and I received fight. They ſay unto the blind 
man again, What ſayeſt thou of him, that 
he hath thus opened thy eyes? he ſaid, He 
is a prophet. Then ſaid ſome of the Phari- 
- ſees, This man is not of God, becauſe he 
keepeth not the ſabbath day: others ſaid ; 
How can a man, that 1s a finner, do ſuch 
miracles ? and there was a diviſion among 
them. And they called the man again, and 
ſaid, Give God the praiſe : we know that 
this man 1s a finner; he keepeth not the 
ſabbath day. The man anſwered and ſaid; 
One thing I know; that, whereas I was 
blind, I now ſee. And he it 1s, that. hath 
opened my eyes. How can a man, that is a 
ſinner, do ſuch things? if he were not of 
God, he could do nothing. Then they re- 
viled him; and ſaid unto him; Doſt thou 
teach us ? have any of the chief rulers be- 
lieved on him? and they caſt him out. For 
they had agreed already; that if any man did 
confeſs, that he was the Chriſt, he ſhould 
be put out of the ſynagogue, - Nevertheleſs, 
among the chief rulers alſo, many believed 
on Jeſus ; but becauſe of the Phariſees they 
did not confeſs it, leſt they thould be put out 
of the ſynagogue ; for they loved the praiſe 

of men more than the praiſe of God.

And Jefus ſaid, Verily I ſay unto you, 
Every tree that bringeth not forth good fruit, 
ſhall be cut down, and caſt into the fire. 
Except ye repent, and bring forth fruits 
worthy of repentance, ye ſhall all likewiſe 
periſh. Theſe things ſay I unto you, - that 
ye may be ſaved. 

Jeſus ſaid, I am come a light into the 
world, that, whoſoever believeth in me ſhould 

not abide in darkneſs, But ye love darkneſs 
rather than light, becauſe your deeds are evil. 
For every one that doeth evil, hateth the 
light, neither cometh to it; leſt his deeds 
ſhould be reproved : But he that doeth (what 
is good, and agreeable to) truth, cometh to 
the light ; that his deeds may be made ma- 
nifeſt, that they are wrought in God. 

I am come a light into the world, and the 
world receiveth me not. Verily, the queen 
of the ſouth ſhall riſe up in judgment with 
the men of this generation, and ſhallcondemn

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them: for ſhe came from the uttermoſt parts 
of the earth, to hear the wiſdom of Solomon; 
and behold, a greater than Solomon 1s here, 
Jeſus upbraided the cities, wherein moſt 
of his mighty works were done; becauſe they 
repented not.

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5 HE chief prieſts, and Phariſees ga- 
7 T 7 thered a council; and ſaid, What 
Ng ſhall we do? for this man doth 
many miracles: if we let him thus alone, all 
men will believe on him; and the Romans 
will come, and take away both our place and 
nation. Then one of them, named Caiaphas, 
being at that time high prieſt, ſaid unto 
them; Yeknow nothing at all, neither do 
ye conſider, that it is expedient for us, that 
one man ſhould die for the people; and that 
the nation ſhould not periſh. 

Nicodemus being one of them, ſaid unto 
them; Doth our law judge any man; before 
it hear him, and know, what he has done? 
They anſwered, and ſaid unto him, Art 
thou alſo of Galilee? 

Then from that day forth took they coun- 
ſel to kill Jeſus: they conſulted alſo, how 
they might put prada to death ; becauſe 
that by reaſon of him many of the Jews 
went away, and believed on Jeſus. 
And the Phariſees and chief prieſts ſent 
. officers to take Jeſus: Jeſus was then preach- 

ing unto the people. And the officers re- 


turned to the chief prieſts and Phariſees ; and 
they 
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they ſaid unto them, Why have you not 
brought him? the officers anſwered, Never 
man ſpake like this man. Then faid the 
Phariſees, Are ye alſo deceived? 

And they ſought to deſtroy Jeſus ; and 
they watched him, and ſent forth ſpies, 
which ſhould feign themſelves juſt men, that 
they might take hold of his words, and 
might deliver him unto the power and au- 
thority of the governor. 

The chief prieſts and the elders of the 
people aſſembled together unto the palace of 
the high prieſt. And Satan entered into Ju- 
das, who was one of the number of the 
apoſtles; and he went his way, and com- 
muned with the chief prieſts and captains, 
how he might betray Jeſus unto them, in 
the abſence of the multitude (for the mul- 
titude were attentive to hear him). And ju- 
das ſaid, What will ye give me; and J will 
deliver him unto you? And when they heard 
it, they wereglad; and promiſed to give him 


money; and covenanted with him for thirty 


pieces of filver. And he promiſed; and from 
that time ſought opportunity to betray him 
unto them. 
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Give us, O Lord, the magnanimity and the 
wiſdom to deſpiſe and deteſt all falſe, wicked. 
and cowardly policy. Let us never imitate 
the conduct of the rulers of Jeruſalem; who, 
to preſerve their nation from imaginary 
evils, committed the greateſt real wicked- 
neſs; overthrowing equity, encouraging 
treachery, venality, corruption, and perfidy, 
and ſhedding innocent blood. 

Whatever flattering hopes, whatever fears, 
ſuch policy may ſuggeſt to us, O preſerve us, 
O Lord, both in our youth, and in our age, 
from the blindneſs of ſuch folly ; from the 

contagion of ſuch wickedneſs. | 
Let us always remember, that the welfare 
of nations, as of private perſons, is better 
ſupported by perfect juſtice to all men, than 
by oppreſſion, corruption or fearful craftineſs. 
Give us the wiſdom to know, that it is better 
and wiſer for a nation to run any, even the 
extremeſt hazard, than to think of defending 
itſelf by ſuch means. Preſerve in us always, 
O Lord, theſe moſt noble, moſt true, and 
moſt wiſe ſentiments; through the grace of 
our Lord Jeſus Chriſt. Amen,

ANN were come to him, and to the mul- 
titude, I was daily with you in the temple, 
and ſat teaching there: And are ye now 
come out with ſwords and ſtaves againſt me, 
as againſt a thief? Then they led him away, 
and brought him to the houſe of Caiaphas, 


the high prieſt; where all the ſcribes, and 


elders, and chief prieſts were aſſembled. 
The high prieſt then aſked Jeſus concern- 
ing his diſciples, and his doctrine. Jeſus an- 


{wered him, I ſpake openly to the world;

Then one of the officers, which 
ſtood by, ſtruck Jeſus with the palm of his 


hand, ſaying, Anſwereſt thou the high prieſt 


Jeſus anſwered, If have (ever) ſpoken 
evil, bear witneſs of the evil: but if well, 
why ſmiteſt thou me? 

Now the chief prieſts and Wa ſought 
falſe witneſs againſt ſeſus to put him todeath, 
and found none; for, though many falſe wit- 


nelles came, yet their witneſs agreed not to- 
gether. 
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gether. Atlaſtthere cametwo falſe witneſſes, 
who ſaid, We heard him fay, J am able to 
\ deftroy the temple, and to build it in three 
days: But neither fo did their witneſs agree 
together. And the high prieſt ſtood up in 
| the middle of the council, and aſked Jeſus, 
What is it, that theſe witnefs againſt thee ? 
anſwereſt-thou nothing? But Jeſus held his 
peace: Then ſaid the high prieſt, I adjure 
thee by the hving God, that thou tell us, 
whether thou be the Chriſt, The ſon of the 
Blefled : And Jeſus ſaid unto them, I am, 
] fay unto you, Hereafter ſhall ye ſee the 
Son of man fitting on the right hand of 
glory; and coming in the clouds of heaven. 

Then Caiaphas rent his clothes, ſaying, 
He hath ſpoken blaſphemy.

Joſeph then 
bought fine linen, and came with Nicode- 
mus (who at the firſt camé to Jeſus by 
night), and took down the body, and wound 
it in clean linen clothes with ſpices, which 
were a mixture of myrrh and aloes of about 
an hundred pound weight. 

Now near at hand to the place, where Jeſus 
was crucified, there was a garden ; and in 
the gardehi a new ſepulchre, wherein was 


never man laid: it was Joſeph's own ſepul- 


chre, which he had hewn out of. the rock 
for himſelf, There did Joleph therefore lay 
Jeſus in his own tomb. And the women, 
which camewith him from Galilee, followed 
after. And Joſeph rolled a great ſtone unto 
the door of it, and departed : but Mary Mag- 
dalene, and Mary the mother of Joſes, who 
ſat over-againſt the ſepulchre, had firſt be- 


held how the body was laid.

HAT ſame day two of the diſciples 
8 T went to a village called Emmaus, 
about threeſcore furlongs from Je- 
ruſalem, and they talked together ofall theſe 
things that had happened: and it came to 
paſs, that, as they thusconverſed and reaſoned 
together, Jeſus himſelf drew near, and went 
with them; but their eyes were holden that 
they ſhould not know him. And he ſaid 
unto them, What manner of converſation 1s 
this, that ye have one with another, as ye 
walk, and are ſad? Then one of them, whoſe 
name was Cleopas, anſwered, Art thou only

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a FP in Jeruſalem, and haſt not known 
the things which have been done there in 
theſe days?

Handle me, and ſee; for a 
ſpirit hath not fleſh and bones, as ye ſee me 
have.

Thus it behoved Chriſt to 
ſuffer, and to riſe from the dead on the third 
day; and that repentance and remiſſion of 
ſins ſhould be preached in his name among 
all nations, beginning at Jeruſalem, and ye 
are witneſſes that theſe — have been 
fulfilled in me.
